Bruno road the limits of which 
have not been cleflnilely fixed. In 
the area between Linden and San 
Bruno road, which includes t'y- 
press avenue, it is proposed to 
limit buildings to hotels, apart¬ 
ments and duplex dwellings. 

That type of coustruetion will 
also be allowed on (Iraiid avenue 
between Maple and Spruce, but no 
single family dwellings will be 
permitted. That was the general 
trend of the discussion. The board 
is still open to the views of tlic 
public and several meetings will 
be held before the ordinances tire 
finally passed. 


While no definite changes were 
decided upon for the re-zoning of 
the city, several ideas were dis¬ 
cussed by the board of city trus¬ 
tees in an adjourned meeting held 
In the city hall 'Fuesday evening. 
Ordinances covering both the fire 
limits and the zoning of the city 
have been prepared by City At¬ 
torney Diivls and are now being 
discussed before passage. 

The busiiieBs district provides 
the greatest problem. The resi¬ 
dential and manufacturing districts 
are fairly well defined. One 
change Is to be made In the indus¬ 
trial district by the extension of 
a line parallel with Magnolia ave¬ 
nue Into the “willows" district to 
divide that area from the reslden- 
lal district which is planned. 

From the discussion Tuesday 
night the new zoning ordinance 
will provide for a buslnesa district 
on Grand avenue as far as Spruce, 
and on Linden avenue and San
